Dear Mr. Stapleton. 

In today* b mail I have a copy of your 4/6/77 to Mr. Jim Besar following my earlier 
lottero to Corlis 3 Lament. * 

I hope Mr. Lament is not ill. It 1 b some time since I sent him some slides in which 
he had an interest. I have heard nothing further from him. 

I am sorry about the lapse of time. It dims my recollection. However, I am pretty 
certain that the two areas in which I believed you might develop further evidence of 
FBI domestic-intelligence operations against the SWP relate to one Arnold Lewis Kes- 
sler and to the Michiel and "uth Paine, of Dallas in 1963, and their relatives, includ- 
ing one named Youn^r in Los Angeles. 

I know I sent Mr. Lament all I had on Kessler. (Kessler Is, as 1 recall, originally 
of the Detroit area, was In Mexico , and was in or hajtd connections with San ^rancaioo.) 

I know I had a memo on ^easier that was unclear. 1 believe I alao sent it to Hr. Lamont. 

After the lapse of time I do not recall if 1 cited to fir. Uamont what I had in 
when I wrote him about the Painos. I have no records on them not of FBI origin and not 
from the National Archives. 

Prior to the JIX assassination the Paines had separated. Afterward Karina Oswald 
resided with Mr. Paine, Lee Oswald visiting there weekends. After the tragedies the Paines 
wore reunited. My latest information is that they again separated. 

Despite family connections with SWP fir. Paine held a security job with Bell Heli- 
copter. ge was an engineer. 

The Loe Angeles relative ,Joung, is referred to in these records in a manner sur- 
ges ing he could have worked for the FBI. It ia my recollection he waa SWP. 

There likewAAe are indications that firs, faine, whose connections are to Philadelphia 
and Hew York publishing people, informed to the FBI. 

I am without staff or regular income and although I have passed 64 I am working 
about 18 hours a day. It will be a problem for me to copy these *aine files for you but 
if you do not agree with my suggestion I will. I suggest that you ask the “ational Archives 
and the FBI for all records on Kssaler and the Paines. You will this have your own records 
and no question about how you obtained them. 

It is possible there waa an FBI source not part of the Cointelpro of earlier and 
similar operations. My source on the unclear memo on Kessler 1 sent to ^r. ■‘■'aoont waa 
°al ^erb, orig ina lly from the *ew York afea, I think Hew Jersey, then of the San Fran- 
cisco gay area. He and an older friend of his named Leon were SWP in late 1966. This 
Lean, then about 70, wrote for or edited a union publication, as I now recall of painters. 
He still had a European accent. H© also had a girl friend who was an FBI employee. She 
was much younger than Verb, who was half -^ean' s age or less. When Verb developed an in- 
terest in this woman it ruptured the relationship between him and Leon. 

It is possible that I appear in the records you have obtained through my having ap- 
peared at an 3tfP function in San Francisco and my friendship with Verb et al. I spoke on 
the J.K assassination. Keating, who founded rt anparts, proceeded me.
